THE MERCHANTS’ REFORM. 

During the past two days the Conmiittes 
of Ways and Modns bas been hearing ex- 
planations and atguments from members of 
the New-York Chambér of Commetoe and 
from thé counsel of that body. togarding 
& bill proposing radical ¢Ghangés in 
thé ‘iode Of éllecting Custéins  ai- 
ties.  Thése gentlenien Fopresént one 
of thé most fimportaht ‘commeroial 
Organizations in the United States; and; 
considering the vatious branches of foreign 
tradé, probably the one Gntitled to most 
authorityin tatters ot this sort. The stite- 
thetits which they hays ihadé to the Cofi- 
thittee of Ways and Means are extremely 
interesting. The difficulties, anhoyancds, 
loss, expense, and delay to ‘which 
importers are. exposed ander. our 
present Customs system are simply 
incredible to Atty One Who his HOt oXAthined 
them with sotie care. But these gentle 
meh recount them from theif owh ex- 
perience and observation: They are busi- 
ness mén of tnitmpeachable chatadter and 
tmusual intelligehée; they are not opéi to 
the shadow of & vaspialen of any desire to 
take fn undte advantage of the Govern- 
thent; théey are entitely willing to pay all the 
duty that the lawtequires 5 they only desire 
that the duty, while it remains, shall be 
collected With the greatest sortainty and 
least expetise to the Goverimént, and ‘with 
the least delay and greatest impartiality 
as concerns the importer. Their argu- 
waents . have nothing directly to 
do with the -question§ of. protection 
Or free trade, sid What fore théy have is 
the greater on account of the higher duties,

‘That lies th the radioal febtutes of 
the tariff, in the high fates, the vast scope 
éf taxation, its indiscriminate. and incon- 
distent distribution, and in the utterly un- 
prevedented extent to whith the ad vatorem 
tate is employed. Axgtavatiag the diffieul- 
ties from these sources is thé generally an- 
businesé-like and perverted civil service, |. 
in. Which Appoftitinents are made for 
politidnl ‘reasons, in Which theto. is 
no @eé¢urity of tenure, little training, lax 
diseipiins, and général inéMeieney. Until 
horehahts ah pFopated td take lip these 
phasés of this important wabject, aud to 
deal With them energetically and persidt 
ently, they will but serateh the surface of 
the field of reform, shd will continue to 
trim aWay spécific abiises, only to see a 
erp of othéts, like notidus Weeds, spting 
from the Saito Foote.
